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During  the  Schlool  Year  14,578  ROUTINE  MEDICAL 
INSPECTIONS  were  completed  of  all  new  entrants  and  all 
pupils  aged  9 (born  1946),  13  (born  1942),  and  16  years 
(born  1939).  Medical  Inspection  was  also  carried  out  on 
children  attending  the  Nursery  Classes  in  Schools. 

4,908  children  aged  7 (born  1948)  had  Vision  and  Hearing 
tested. 

1,695  children  were  examined  by  th'e.  Medical  Officers  before 
proceeding  to  the  Caanp  Schools  and  to  France. 

1,215  Home  Visits  were  paid  by  the  School  Nurses  during 
the  year. 

15.1  per  cent,  of  all  children  examined!  at  Routine  Inspec- 
tions were  notified  to  parents  as  requiring  treatment  (exclud- 
ing uncleanliness  and  dental  caries). 

372  children  under  school  age  were  also  examined,  at  the 
various  specialists’  clinics1  and  had  treatment  prescribed..  Thle 
figures  are  shown  under  the  heading  of  “ Child  Welfare  ” and 
“ Under  5 years  ” in  the  Specialist  Clinic  Tables. 

264  children  attended  the,  Educational  Guidance  Clinics. 

499  children  attended  for  Speech  Therapy. 

The  ORTHOPAEDIC  and  REMEDIAL  EXERCISES’ 
CLINICS  have  been  working  with  large  numbers  during  the 
year.  The  details  and  figures  are  given  under  these  headings. 

The  TWO  SPECIAL  SCHOOLS  for  physically  and  mentally 
handicapped  children,  two  schools  for  the  DEAF  and  one  for 
the  SIGHT  SAVING,  as  well  as  TWO  OCCUPATIONAL 
CENTRES  for  children  not  suitable  for  the  Special  Schools, 
have  all  been  visited  regularly  by  the  Deputy  County  Medical 
Officer,  and  periodic  visits  have  been  madte  by  the  Specialists. 

The  SPECIALISTS’  SERVICES  of  the  REGIONAL 
HOSPITAL  BOARD  are  detailed  in  the  tables  under  their 
respective  headings  of  “ Eye,”  “ Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,” 
“ Skin,”  and  “ Orthopaedic  ” Clinics. 

The  DENTAL  TREATMENT  of  the  various  age-groups  is 
referred  to  by  the  Chief  Dental  Officer,  and  details  are  given 
in  the  Table.

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6.  B.  EYE  SPECIALIST'S  REPORT. 


There  have  been  no  notable  changes  in  the  work  of  the 
Specialist  Eye  Service  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
children  examined  show  an  increase  from  the  previous  year. 

Clinics  have  been  carried  out  as  formerly  at  Paisley, 
Greenock,  Port-Glasgow,  Johnstone,  Barrhead,  and  Renfrew, 
with  periodic  visits  to  Sight-Saving  Classes  in  order  to  main- 
tain contact  with  children  there. 

Children  with  pathological  eye  conditions  are  brought  to 
the  Eye  Infirmaries  in  Paisley  or  Greenock  thus  preserving 
the  continuity  of  treatment.  Large  number  of  cases  of  squint 
particularly,  have  had  operative  treatment  in  this  way. 

The  co-operation  of  the  great  majority  of  parents  is 
appreciated  and  is  of  considerable  value  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
Service,  but  it  should  be  remembered  that  a child  who  fails  to 
keep  an  appointment  without  previous  notice  is  depriving 
another  child  of  necessary  attention. 

I have  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  of  the  School 
Medical,  Nursing  and  Clerical  Staff. 

Details  of  the  work  will  be  found  in  the  following  table. 
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€ C.  EAR,  NOSE,  AND  THROAT  SPECIALIST’S  REPORT. 

There  have  been  n!o  notable'  changes'  in  the1  work  of  the  Ear, 
Nose.,  and  Throat  Service  during  thei  year.  The  number 
examined  during  th'e  year  hlas'  risen,  but  this1  is  probably 
party  due  to  th'e  fact  that  for  a large  part  of  the  previous 
school  year  no  Specialist  was  available. 

The  Nursing  Staff  have  continued  to  test  the  hearing  of 
School  children  in  the  seven  year  old.  age  group,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  an  audiometric  survey  will  soon  be  re-established. 

Regular  visits  to  the  various  School  Clinics  and  to  the 
Special  Schools  have  continued. 

I am  grateful  for  the  courtesy  and  co-operation  of  the 
Medical  Nursing  and  Clerical  Staff. 

The  figures1  in  the1  following  table  give  a brief  picture  of  the 
work  carried  out.

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6.  D.  ORTHOPAEDIC  SPECIALIST’S  REPORT. 

The  session)  which  ended  in  July,  1956,  has  again  been  a 
busy  one  for  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  and  there  has  been 
an  increase  both  in  the  number  of  new  patients  seen  and  in 
the  number  of  treatments'  given.  There  have  been  several 
improvements  in  thei  service  during  the)  session.  The  most 
important  of  these  is  that  a new  Physiotherapist,  Miss  Smith, 
has  been  appointed  to  assist  Miss1  Sivewright.  As  a result  of 
this  we  have  been  able  in  the  clinic,  not  only  to  treat  more 
patients  but  also  to  spend  more  time  on  thle  individual  treat- 
ment of  the  difficult  cases. 

We  have  also  had  the  valuable  help  of  Mr.  E.  A.  Chisholm, 
P.R.C.S.,  Ed.,  in  seeing  patients'  at  the  clinics  so  that  the 
waiting  time  has  been  considerably  reduced. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  we  have  had  the  use  of  the 
swimming  baths  for  the  treatment  of  certain  of  the  children 
suffering  from  the  effects  of  Poliomyelitis1  and  this  privilege 
lias  been  much  appreciated  both  by  the  patients  and  the  staff. 
I have  no  doubt  that  the  benefits'  of  this  aid-  to  treatment  will 
soon  be  seen. 

There  is  still  difficulty  in  arranging  treatments  for  the 
patients  from  the  Eastern  side  of  the.  County  particularly 
Eagleshaim  and  Clarkston,  but  this  could  be  remedied  by  thte 
provision  of  a room  somewhere  in  that  area.  We  hope  to  see 
this  improvment  before  long. 


6 D. — Specialist’s  Orthopaedic  Clinics. 
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6.  E.  CHIEF  DENTAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT. 

Routine  Inspection  and  Treatment  were  carried  out  this 
year  by  thiei  School  Dental  Officers  on  children  in  the  6,  7,  8.

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6.  F.  SKIN  SPECIALIST’S  REPORT. 

During  this1  past  year  there  has  developed  a marked, 
difference  between)  the  skin  conditions  seen  in  Paisley,  at  the 
Russell  Institute,  and  those  seen  in'  Greenock,  at  Brymner 
Street.  The  pattern  in  Paisley  has  remained  fairly  constant 
over  thle  last  few  years  except  for  a relative  increase  in  the 
number  of  birth  marks  seen. 

In  Greenock  there  has  been  a falling  off  in  numbers,  and 
the  children  attending  with!  Avarts  greatly  outnumber  the  total 
of  all  other  skin  conditions.  This  change  in  the  Greenock 
area,  may  partly'  be  due1  to  the  opening  of  a general  skin 
clinic  in  Greenock  Royal  Infirmary  a few  years  ago,  as 
children  of  school  age1  and  beloAv  arei  seen'  at  the*  hospital 
clinic. 

Warts  still  appear  to  be  a problem  in  the  Greenock  area. 
A trial  of  a new  acid  preparation  was  only  partly  successful. 
No  simple  all-embracing  method  has  yet  been  found,  and  each 
case  has1  to  bei  considered  on  its  merits. 

I believe  that  a very  useful  purpose)  is  being  served  by  the, 
treatment,  control,  and  regular  follow-up  of  birth  marks  at  the 
Russell  Institute.  The  number  of  such  cases  attending  the 
clinic  is  increasing. 


Though  the  numbers  attending  the  Russell  Institute  are 
now  so  much  greater  than  those  attending  Brymner  Street, 
I believe  that  fuller  use  could  be  made  of  the  Paisley  Clinic, 
as  few  general  practitioners  in  the  area  avail  themselves  of 
the  facilities  offered., 

I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Nursing  and  Adminis1- 
trative  Staff  for  their  most  willing  co-operation  and  help.
